Medical Health Officer Gives it Cer- | 


tificate of Good Conduct For 
Past Month. 


New lease of life has been. given the 
incinerator by the report of the medi- 
cal health officer on its sanitary con- 
dition during the past month. The 
trial which was made of the Decarie 
machine under proper conditions prov- 
ed satisfactory, and in the opinion of 
Dr. Whitelaw the crematory can no 
longer be considered a nifsance to 
the citizens of the Norwood district. It 
now does the work for which it was 
designed without any noxious exhal- 
ations, and easily disposes of the city’s 
garbage supply. 

The medical health officer says in 
his report for the month of April, 
which was completed this aiternoon, 
that: “The discontinuance of burning 
the manure in the incinerator with 
which it had been taxed for beyond 
its capacity of 59 tons per day has 
demonstrated that it can be operated 
without any nuisance whatever from 
emoke, which was so noticeable, and 
caused sO much criticism when the 
excessive amount of manure was dis- 
posed of by incineration, It is de- 
sirable that some satisfactory method 
of disposai of the manure in future 
should ‘be devised other than burning. 
It is hoped that its value us a fertil- 
izer for gardens and farms wil] short- 
ly become so apparent that it will 
be possible to dispose of it ior this 
purpose,”’ 

Isolation Hospital. 

Tn his report Dr. Whitelaw valls at- 
tention to the remarkable feature that 
of 60 patients admitted to the Isola- 
tion hospital during the month more 
than half were adults, Scarlet fever 
and measles commonly regarded as 
diseases of children, furnished 39 cases 
of which 23 were ot adult age.

EX-PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT TALKS 
ON LEAGUE OF PEACE FOR WORLD 


Notable Pronouncement of the Great U. S. Statesman—Believes

Christiania, Norway, May 5.—Ex- 
President Roosevelt made a notable 
pronouncement here today in favor of 
the limitation of naval armaments and 
the formation of a world “League of 
Peace” with the authority and power 
of an international policy, in the 
course of his address before the Nobel 
Prize Comimttee, a body which has 
officially recognized the efforts of the 
ex-President in the cause of peace, 
culminating in the treaty of Ports- 
mouth. 

Aiter reviewing at some length the 
work and scope of the Hague tribunal, 
Mr. Roosevelt went on as follows:

MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 


ON THE MILK PROBLEM | 


Retommendation Made That City Ap- 
point Dairy Inspector Whose En- 
tire Time Shall be Devoted to 
Work of Inspecitno—Milk Sam- 
ples Declared to be Unsatisfactory. 


The question of an adequate system 
of inspection for Edmonton’s milk 
supply. occupied the attention of the 
‘Medical association at a meeting held 
in the council chamber last evening. 
The report of the special committee 
composed of Drs. H. R Smith, Allyn. 
Arthur Wilson, Condell, Gillespie and 
Shearer, was presented and discussed 
at considerable leugth and finally 
adopted. The report recommended 
that the city coufteil appoint a dairy 
inspector whose enti timg shall be 
given to this work. Another recom- 
mendation was made to the effect that 
an effort be made to secure the adop- 
tion by one or other of the city’s 
duirymen of certified milk, This is a 
scientific method of treating milk 
which makes it safe for sick children. 
The need of milk of this kind is most 
apparent in the hot weather. 

The special committee which exam- 
ined into the dairy situation visited 
a number of the city dairies. Speci- 
mens of milk were secured and for- 
warded to Dr. Revell, the provincial 
bacteriologist for examination. His 
report was to the effect that super- 
ficial examination of the samples sub- 
mitted to him showed the milk was not 
good, and it was unnecessary for him 
to subject it to a bacteriological test 
to reach this conclusion, 

The report of the committee in re- 
commending the appointment of a 
duiry inspector whose whole time 
shall be given to the work of inspec- 
tion followed out the recommendation 
ot the city medical health officer who 
n.ade a similar report to the city coun- 
cil some time ago. 

The report will be sent to the city 
board of health and from that body 
will ‘be forwarded to the city council. 

Veterinary Inspector Shearer was 
present at the meeting by invitation. 

Dr. Corbett read a very interesting 
saper on the subject; “Some Errors in 

iagnosis.”
